It is .possible. o£ course, yet quite im- 


probable, that Henry Ford has acquired 
greater knowledge and experience of rail- 
road transportation siiice his purchase o£ 
the Detroit. Toledo and Iron!on than ex- 
ecutives -who have spent a life time in 
familiarizing themselves with it. His read- 
iness to express his "opinion on this sub- 
ject displays the highest class of genius as 
an advertiser, and it is hard to quell a sus- 
picion that he has, at least to a degree, 
exploitation in mind in his forwardness. 


There is a humorous phase of Mr. Ford's 


railroad policy which he has not men- 
tioned in any of his interviews, or in his 
article in the Nation's Business, and 
•which, as far as known, no railroad 'traf- 
fic executive has alluded to publicly. The 
' joke is not on 3Ir. Ford, but on the rail- 
roads. "While he is submitting a few sug- 
gestions reflecting on the inefficiency of 
railroad transportation/he is exerting the 
revenue-value of his tongue so as to in- 
duce connecting and competing carriers to 
bid for this freight by offering attractive 
rate divisions.
